From the London Papers, Feb. t8 . 

Madrid, Fan. 28. We have had no news from the camp 
of St Roch, fince that which we gave in the Gazette of 
Tuefday the 25th of this month; as we fhould infallibly 
have received fome in cafe the enemy’s convoy, deftined for 
that place, had,entered it, becaufe the commandant of our 
lines would have informed us what ufe he made of his artil+ 
lery, to prevent the debarkation, or at leaft to ditturb ity 
we imagine that thefe fuccours have not yet reached Gibraltar. 

One of the thips of Commodore Den Antonio Barcelo’s 
divifioa, has taken the Enplith brigantine the Chichetfter, 
Capt. Arthur Hull, one of the convoy, on board of which 
there were, among other articles, 1200 facks of flour. The 
Captain ef that thip exprefled the greateft uncafinels when 
he learnt that the fuceours had not yet entered the place. 

Moreover, we have every room to hope that the Englith 
fhips, difperfed and difabled, wil! be cut off, or at. leaft be 
eikacthcsiile fhould thepr be able to reunite in the 
Bay. This hope is groun the advice we have received, 
that the greateit part of Ligwtenant General Don Miguel 
Gatton’s Tedadros has been feen from the coafts of Galicia, 
and that unlefs it is impeded by contrary winds, mutt by 
this time be very near the Streights, if not already arrived 
there. By this méans the fiege may be undertaken, or the 
blockade continued, as it may appear moft convenient, with- 
out being afraid of any difturbance from the naval forces of 
the enemy, confidering the fmall number of thips which, 
according to the latt advices from England, ate left in the 
ports of that kingdom, to defend the coafts. 

We are informed, that the thips the Se Juflo and the St 
Genaro, have entered Cadiz, and nore of our frigates are 
miffing ; fo that now we only want to know, for a certain- 
ty, what are become of three of our thips. 

Don Jofeph Bajarrano, pilot of the frigate the Sanéta 
Rofalia, arrived the 18th at Cadiz, on board of a Dutch 
veffel, ttopt by Commodore Don Juan de Langara, has de- 
clared having fpied on the coaft, at the diftance of 15 lea- 
gues off the Caftle of St Sebaftian, three Eyglith thips dif- 
matted, that could not make their way. One: intelligence 
has been fpread at Cadiz, and in the ifland of Leon, that 
fome thips had put in on the coaft, and in confequence, 
couriers have been fent to enquire into the truth of it. 

LON D'O N, 

This day arrived the mails from France and Flanders ; by 
the former of which ther@is advice, that an Englith fqua- 
dron, in the grand road @f Martinico, attacked that of M. 
de la Mothe Piquet, who ‘had under convoy a aumber of 
merchant fhips, 12 of which got into Martinico, 4 were 
burnt after faving their cargoes, and ten fell into the hands 
of the enemy. This affair happened the 18th and 19th of 
December. The French Gazette, as ufaal, i their fail- 
ors performed prodigies of valour, and that M. de Piquet, 
in his owa fhip, engaged no lefs than three of ours, and got 
off fafe. 

No difpatches have yet arrived from Admiral Rodney, 
relating to his engagement with the Spanifh fleet. But ad- 
vices have been received at the Secretaries office, from dif- 
ferent Refidents at foreign courts,’ confirming the account 
of a violent commotion having takemplace, in confequence 
of the capture made by Sir George Rodney. The Wal- 
loon guards, to the numberof 6000, were ordered to fire 
upon the mob, and many. lives were loft before peace was 
re-eftablithed. The fame account mentions, that the po- 
pulace were fo exafperated againft the French, that noae of 
that nation dared to venture abroad for many days together. 

Every body feels great pleafure in the fuccefs of that poor 
old officer, the brave Admiral Rodaey, but the Jews and 
Man-Eaters are’ particularly affected with his good fortune ; 
they have long defpaired of receiving their 15 or, 20 per 
cents. much more their principal ; they new begin to count 
the gains, and have taken the’ Admiral’s debts from the def- 
perate fide of the book ; they have calt up the principal, ia. 
tereft, and compound intereft, and find that the lucky Ad- 
miral, when he has received: his portion of the prizes, will 
have fufficient to pay theif demands, and uow the brave old 
failor is beginning the world again, and whatever he now 
earns by the fweat of his brow, ‘and the hazard of his life, 
will be his own. 

The Spaniards are daily expecting the arrival of three of 
the richeft hips that have come to Europe for many years. 
Don Louis Cordova is eruizing to meet them, and bring 
them fafe into port. Being far to the weftward, on this 
bufinefs, was the caufe of Sir George Rodney’s meeting 
with Langara alone. 

Count d’Ettaing, it is faid, is abfolutely fixed upon to 
command the combined fleets of France and Spain in the 
fpring. His rathnefs perhaps may be of fervice to this 
country, but it is likewife to be feared his late defeat has 
taught him prudence, at the fame time that it has infpired 
him with the molt preferving’ methods of revenge and retri- 
bution. 

The Belleifle, a French frigate of 32 guns, bound with 
difpatches to Cadiz, was taken near Gibraltar, by Ad- 
miral Rodney’s fleet, and feat into Gibraltar. The difpat- 
ches were thrown overboard. 

It is a fact, no lefs mielaggholy than true, that many of 
the moft valuable acquifitioasywhieh our fleets and ‘armies 
have made, during the prefént war, have been relinquiflitd 
in a very hort time after they were obtained. ‘Ihe harbour 
of Portfmouth, which was taken from the Americans in May 
laft, by Sir George Collier, although it was known to be a 
pafs of the greateft importance to this country, was aban- 
doned in a few months after’ its reduction by that officer. 
The confequence of that harbour to us may be eafily difco- 
vered from Sir George Collier’s Jetter to General Clinton, 
wherein he fays, “ That the port is an exceeding fafe and 
fecure afylum for thips againft an enemy, and is not to be 
forced even by. a great fuperiority.”” Yet great and impor- 
tant as the poffeflion of thie port isto Great Britain, i¢ is

The depredationethat 
the trade of Spain has fuffered during a war which the Spa- 
nifh monarch has undertaken, merely on accgu of confans 
guinity with the King of France,’ Bl y contrary’ 
the ioterefts of his own fubjeéts, have made the Spaniards 
mad ; and they feem determined to miake tliei ei 
repent his having facrificed their interefts to the ambition of 
France. The infurgents at Madrid were fo formidable, that 
they fuftained feveral difcharges from the Walloon guar 
before they difperfed. A doating King has every thing to 
dread from an enraged people, whofe veneration fot the

Orders were immedintciy given foraflembling the troops—they reach- 

ed Zubly’s ferry and its vicinity on the tith, and some were thrown .o- 
vér—the 12th and sath were {pent in crofling, the troops and baggage, 
which was efle¢ted, theugh aot without great fatigue, tien the waat of 
boats, and badnefs of the roads through a dyep fwgmp of -uear three 
miles, in which are many large crecks—the bridges over them the ene- 
my had bFOREn dow8T* We encamped upon the heights of Ebenezer, 
23 miles from Savannah, and were then joined by the troops from «Au- 
gufta under General M‘intofh. ‘The 14th, not being able to aicertain 
whether the Count had yet landed his troops, though feveral exprefles 
had been fent for that purpof, we remained encamped. On the rth 
being ‘advifed that tite Count had difembarked part of his troops, and 
that he would that night take polt nine miles from Savanouh, we moved 
and eué¢amped at Cherokeé-hil, nine miles from the town, “Nhe 16th 
we formed a junction before Savannah. After reconnoitring the enc- 
ty’s works, finding the town well covered, and knowing their deter- 
mination to defend it, it was deemed necetlary to make fome approach- 
es, and try the effe&s of artillery. “From the 18th to the 23d we were 
employed in landiag and getting up the ordnance and ftores; a work 
of difficulty, .from the want.of properswheels to tranfport them, the 
cannon being on thip carriages. Ou the evening of the 23d ground was 
byoke, and on the 6th inflent, the batteries of 33 pieces of cannon and 
nine mortars were opened on the enemy, and continued with intervals 
till the 8th, .without the willied-effict. The period having long fince 
elapfed, which the Count had affigned for this expedition, and the en- 
gingets-infcrming him that much more tinte mutt be tpent, if he ex- 
pedted to reduce the garrifon by regular approaches, and his longer ftay 
being impeflible—matters were reductd to the alternative of railing the 
fiege immediately, and giving up*all thoughts of conqueft, or attempt- 
ing the garrifon by aflault 5: the latter was agreed on, and in. the morn- 
ing of the gth the attack was made; it proved unbuccetsful, aad we 
were repuliid with fome lois. 

When the Count firft arrived, he informed us that he could remain 
on fhote-cight days only; be had fpent four tithes that number ; his de- 
purture therefore became indifpeniible, and to re-embark his ordnance 
and ftores, claimed his next atlention ; this was completed on the 18th. 

The fame eveniag, having previoutly fent off our fick, wounded, and 
heavy baggage, the-.American troops left the ground, reached Zubly’s 
Ferry the next morning, re-crofled, and encamped that night in Caro- 
lina. The French trodps encamped on the night of the 18th, about 
two miles from Savannah; they were after'24 hours to re-embark at 
Kincaid’s. landing. om 

Our difappointment is great, and what adds much to our fenfe of it, 
is the lof$ ‘of a number of brave officers aad men; among them, the late 
intrepid Count Polatki. ‘ 

Count d’Eftaing has undoubtedly the interef} of America at heart. 
"This he has: evidenced by ceming to our affittance, by his conftant at- 
tention daring the fiege, his undertaking to reduce the enemy by affaults, 
when he defpaired of. effecting it otherwife, and by bravely putting 
himéfelf atthe head of his troops, and’ leading them to the attack. In 
our fervice he has freely bled ; 1 feel much for him, for while he is fuf- 
fering the diflreffes of painful “wounds,” he has to combat chagrin. I hope 
he will be confoled, by an afloeance, thit although he has not fiiceeed- 
ed according to his withes, and thote of America, we regard with high
